Dave surprised me 
when he admitted that when he 
accepted the pencilling, inking 
and lettering chores on the Doc- 
tor's strip that he wasn't an expert 
on all things DOCTOR WHO. It 
was rather hard for me to believe, 
considering just how incredibly 
well he captured the essence of 
the show in his work. I then con- 
fessed that |, too, wasn't а hard 
core follower of the Doctor when | 
originally started editing the 
American editions. Somehow it all 
didn't seem to matter much.

the cons, rather than the fans, with 
the stars being paid fees ( which is 
not wrong, but makes it difficult for 
fans to get the guests without 
being paid fees), that by banding 
together and working together, we 
would be able to raise the money 
necessary to front something like 
that. By working together we'll be 
stronger. Not that we discourage 
the commercial cons, as long as 
they're honest and the fans have a 
good time, but we still think it's 
necessary to keep the fan-run 
conventions alive. 

Q. What can a fan who's never 
been to a convention expect to 
see and do there? 

GB: It depends on the individual 
convention, what their thrust is. 
Most conventions will have some 
videos, and an area where you 
can buy the merchandise, that is 
unavailable in the general market. 
Primarily they can look forward to 
meeting the guests, if the con has 
them. А lot of smaller cons can't 
afford guests, atleastnotthe stars 
or crew of the show. | was a guest 
of honor at a con in New Orleans, 


that Williams and Baker could 
come, they called the day before 
the convention and said, “Hey, do 
you want us?” So it was unadver- 
tised, and pulled 800 people, I be- 
lieve — about 600 more than the 
organizers expected, and over- 
flowed the hotel. 

Q. Why did you feel it was neces- 
sarv to set up the Time Festivals 
as a way to run conventions7 

JA: We reallv liked the idea of a 
national traveling Doctor Who 
convention, where you could go to 
other parts of the country and 
meet other fans. However, we 
didn't feel there should be one 
person saying this is where it 
goes, or that is where it goes — 
we felt it should be the decision of 
the fans going to the convention. 
We decided to copy the well- 
established World Science Fiction 
Convention, which has done it for 
41 years, and allow the conven- 
tion to travel by the vote of the fans 
deciding where it goes next. 

GB: Also, wefelt, with the advanc- 
ing pride of profit-making conven- 
tions, with businessmen running 


Jean Airey and Gail Bennett 
are two of the most active Doctor 
Who fans in the United States. 
Gail is President of the North 
American Time Festival Board, an 
organization formed to help or- 
ganize DW conventions around 
the country. Jean is Secretary / 
Treasurer of the organization, and 
charman of the first Time Festival, 
held this past June in Columbus, 
Ohio. Patrick Daniel O'Neill 
spoke to them there. 

Q. When was the first Doctor Who 
convention in the United States? 
JA: Who One, in Los Angeles, in 
1980, was first. It started out as a 
convention with no guests. When 
the organizers were over in Eng- 
land, they said, "If you folks could 
make it to our con, it would be real 
nice." Of course they couldn't, be- 
cause they'd be filming. Then the 
BBC had a strike, so it wound up 
they had the then-producer, Graham 
Williams, and Tom Baker, with 
Terrance Dicks, the former script 
editor and author of manv of the 
Target novels, who had agreed to 
come earlier. When it worked out

as just somebody who could talk 
to them, tell them something 
about the show, and answer 
questions. The videos and mer- 
chandise are very special, espe- 
cially to younger kids. On top of 
everything, overall, most impor- 
tant is meeting other people with 
aninterestin Doctor Who, having 
a chance to get away from reality, 
if you will, and get together with 
people with a similar interest. 
These things are developing into 
family reunions. 

JA: And a new fan can become 
part of the family . . . 

GB: Immediately. People are wel- 
comed in. I've never seen a dis- 
tinction in fan groups based on 
any kind of race, religion, sex, 
handicap, or length of time as a 
fan. Everybody has this common 
interest, and a convention is a 
place to get to know people and

make new friends. And it can be 
hard to say goodbye when it's 
over. 


Q. Given that Doctor Who's dis- 
tribution around the country is 
sporadic how do fans keep up 
with information about the series, 
particularly if its not currently 
showing in their area? 

JA: You buy magazines, and 
comic books, anything that has in- 
formation like that . . . 

GB: And newspapers and news- 
letters. You buy a video recorder 
and trade tapes with your friends. 
You go to conventions, where you 
can catch up with new episodes. 
JA: | don't think there's any fan 
who can access those sources 
who would say that they would not 
prefer to have Doctor Who run- 
ning in their city. I'm in Columbus, 
where the show has not been 


broadcast for two-and-a-half 
years. It's very frustrating to talk to 
someone and have them say, "Oh 
yes, | remember that show. It's off 
the air now — they're not making 
it any more,” when you know the 
series is beginning production on 
its 22nd season in Britain. It's 
much nicer when the show is 
playing and you can see it. Every 
fan wants to keep the series on 
the air all over the country. 


Q. How should a fan get his local 
PBS station to run Doctor Who if 
it's not running there already? 
JA: Call the program director at 
the station and talk to him politely. 
Assume that he wants to show the 
series. If he really doesn't know 
how popular it is, see ifyou can go 
in and talk to him and get some 
figures together. Where the show 
is running, it raises more contrib- 
utor dollars for the station, during 
the time around it, than any other 
show. That's the kind of thing you 
have to show the people in the 
programming department. They're 
the ones who make the decision. 
It is not an inexpensive show, by 
any means, for a PBS station to 
buy. And in some areas, if its 
shown at strange times, it may not 
do very well. One place was airing 
it at one a.m., and wondering why 
it wasn't a runaway hit. Basically, 
the thing to say is "Doctor Who is 
popular and the people who 
watch it will support the station.” 
That's proven, that's a track 
record. Then just hope that 
Lionheart Television will get to- 
gether with the local station and 
do the selling from their end as 
well. 


The 1985 Time Festival is 
scheduled for next spring in New 
Orleans. In addition, the Time 
Festival Board has established 
the American Panatropic Club 
Network, wherebv Doctor Who 
fans can keep in touch with the 
latest news about fan activities 
and the series.

As interest in Doctor Who grows 
on both sides of the Atlantic, 
three books which examine the 
series in very different ways 
have been published in the past 
twelve months, all in conjunction 
with the program's 20th anniver- 
sary. 


The first of these volumes is 
The Doctor Who Technical Manual, 
originally published in Britain by 
Severn House, and now available in 
an American edition from Random 
House. The slim book features 
page after page of black-and-white 
line drawings of machines and 
weapons from throughout Doctor 
Who's history. Included are a 
schematic layout of the TARDIS 
control panel, the contents of the 
Doctor's repair kit, including a 
close-up of the Sonic Screwdriver, 
and a marvelously-handled cross- 
section of a Dalek. While the text 
seems a bit juvenife at times, some 
of the information — exact dimen- 
sions of the Screwdriver and K-9, 
for example — may be of great help 
and interest to the amateur model- 
maker or costumer who wants to 
build an accurate recreation of a 
Doctor Who prop. 


DEEP SCHOLARSHIP 


The last of this trio is perhaps the 
most unusual. Doctor Who: The Un- 
folding Text, bv John Tulloch and 
Manuel, Alvarado, is а scholarly 
work, attempting to place the pro- 
gram in context as science-fiction, 
as a part of British culture in the late 
20th centurv, and as television. 
Published in the U.S. by St. Martin's 
Press, the early parts of the work can 
be pretty heavy going, as the 
authors set out the sociological and 
literary theories by which they have 
examined the show's 20 years. 
They are worth struggling through 
for the serious reader however, be- 
cause the later chapters include ex- 
cerpts from interviews with several 
ot the series' producers and script 
editors, with frank comments about 
the show, and about their work in it, 
that you won't find in any other pub- 
lished statements. This is a heavy 
piece of real criticism, the first that | 
have seen of any science-fiction 
series since Star Trek. You may not 
agree with many of the theories and 
comments made by the authors or 
their interview subjects, but the re- 
sult is fascinating reading. 


The next of these three tomes is 
Doctor Who: А Celebration — 20 
Years Through Time and Space, by 
Peter Haining. The massive book, 
notyetavailable пап American edi- 
tion, is published by W.H. Allen, 
parent company of Target, which 
also publishes the novelizations of 
the program, and can be found in 
many U.S. comic and science- 
fiction specialty shops. Haining, ob- 
viously a fan of the series as well as 
aprofessional writer, includes lots of 
photographs, much detailed infor- 
mation about the series' begin- 
nings, interviews with the four 
surviving former Doctors (Patrick 
Troughton, Jon Pertwee, Tom Baker 
and Peter Davison) and a talk with 
the widow of the first Doctor, Mrs. 
William Hartnell. The book also 
features information about and in- 
terviews with many of the series 
regulars and its producers and writ- 
ers. This book is a worthy adjunctto 
any Doctor Who fan's library.
